In these days of assembly line 
production of many pleasure 
craft, it is interesting to note 
some of the problems encoun­ 
tered by Capt. G. Grady of New 
Zealand who recently designed 
and built a 40-foot sloop for his 
own use. 
Grady’s boat is a replica—al­ 
though somewhat larger—of the 
famous American sloop Spray 
which Joshua Slocum s a i l e d 
around the world single-handed. 
Appropriately. Grady’s boat is 
named Joshua S. 
Grady’s 
Herculean task in 
building Joshua S. is recounted 
in a letter published in a recent 
issue of “The Long of Mystic 
Seaport,” a publication of the 
Marine Historical Association, 
Mystic, 
Conn. 
Quoting 
from 
Grady’s letter: 
“The place where I built her 
is completely inaccessible by 
land so every item was hauled 
in by me, using two dinghys. 
The timber is mainly a wood 
similar to white pine but has 
been pressure treated with 
copper-chrome - arsenate solu­ 
tion, rendering it completely rot 
and worm proof. Stem, stern- 
post, rudder, stock, etc. are all 
of Australian spotted gum. 
“All of this wood sunk in sea 
water when I received it and I 
had to build rafts of it at low 
tide, lashing a dinghy on top at 
each end of the raft. When the 
tide came up, all I had to do 


was get aboard and row a half 
mile, usually in the middle of 
the night. At the end of this 
trip the procedure was reversed 
and at low tide I carried each 
piece up the beach, using tac­ 
kles to drag the big ones. There 
was a difference, though, in 
that I had to take it all up a 
15-foot bank which was nearly 
vertical.” 
Grady wrote that, altogether, 
he transported by dinghy and 
hauled up the vertical bank 
12,000 board feet of lumber, 
800 pounds of white lead, a 650 
pound wood stove and a thou­ 
sand other articles.” 
Remarking that “New Zea­ 
land is a very poor place to 
buy fittings,” Grady reported 
that he “made my own blocks, 
anchor winch and practically 
every other item, from the bim- 
galled Primus auxiliary stove, 
to the diaphragm bilge pump. 
With 
the 
hull 
completed, 
Grady had the problem of get­ 
ting her into the water. 
“The launching took five days 
and consisted of pulling her 
down the bank on her o w n 
spars,” he reported. “It took 
place five and a half months 
after I started and at the end 
of six months she was ready to 
s a i l , 
including 
lal 
interior 
work.” 
In giving specifications of the 
Joshua S., Grady wrote 
“The hull is 1H In. planks; 


frames are 3 in. x 3 in.; keel, 
stem, sternpost are 8 in. x IO 
in. The mast is 9 in. dismeter, 
solid and the rigging is % in 
galvanized wire rope. Ballst is 


all inside, of stone. The boat is 
a bit larger than Spray, being 
40 ft. on deck by 15 ft. beam.
